By  the  above  report,  you  will  see  that  the  average  cost  per 
week,  has  increased  at  the  Almshouse,  for  this  reason :  the 
real  estate  has  advanced  on  account  of  a  new  barn,  and  repairs 
on  the  house  ;  also,  the  farming  utensils  and  furniture  have  in- 
creased, from  two  hundred  and  fifty  in  1872,  to  eight  hundred 
dollars  at  the  present  time.  Years  past  the  interest  has  been 
cast  at  5,  now  6  per  cent ;  also,  the  small  number  at  the  house 
is  unfavorable  to  making  the  cost  very  low  per  inmate*

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Report  of  the  Town  Hall  Building 
Committee. 

Topsfield,  February  15,  1875. 

The  Committee  chosen  to  erect  a  Town  Hall  in  Topsfield  submit 
the  following  Report; — 

Incident  to  adopting  a  plan  for  a  Building  the  cost  which  should 
be  within  the  sum  appropriated  by  the  tottn,  and  still  be  adequate  to 
its  wants,  many  delays  occurred. 

In  answer  to  public  advertisements,  the  Committee  received  several 
proposals  for  the  erection  of  the  Hall,  all  of  which  were  above  the 
amount  appropriated  by  the  town. 

After,  as  they  deemed,  full  and  thorough  investigation,  the  Com- 
mittee decided  the  interests  of  the  town  would  be  promoted  by  the 
Committee  taking  charge  of  its  erection — buying  the  materials  need- 
ed, and  employing  suitable  workmen.  In  consequence,  their  labors 
were  greatly  enhanced  ;  of  necessity,  much  time  has  been  spent  by 
them  ;  nearly  one  hundred  meetings  for  consultation  and  business 
have  been  held  ;  but  they  have  the  gratification  of  feeling  that  the 
Hall  is  much  better  built,  and  for  a  sum  less  by  $2000  at  least,  than 
it  could  have  been  built  for  by  contract. 

Owing  to  the  magnitude  of  the  building,  46  by  80  feet,  and  the  ne^- 
cessity  for  getting  the  timber  and  other  lumber  of  the  best  quality, 
while  it  should  be  at  the  lowest  rates,  it  was  late  in  the  season  before 
the  Hall  could  be  properly  secured  from  the  winter  weather. 

The  Hall  was  delivered  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town,  Dec.  16, 
1874. 

The  total  amount  paid  out  for  the  Hall,  under  the  direction  of  tho 
Committee,  is  thirteen  thousand,  two  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  and 
ninety-two  cents,  ($13,230.92,)  and  is  composed  of  the  following

In  making  this  Report,  the  Committee  deem  it  due  to  themselves 
to  state,  that  in  but  few  cases  has  the  cost  of  materials  exceeded 
their  calculations.  They  had  hoped  to  complete  the  Building,  cer- 
tainly, within  the  sum  appropriated,  but,  owing  mainly  to  the  se- 
verity of  the  weather,  in  the  fall  of  1873,  the  cost  for  labor  perform- 
ed, was  much  enhanced. 

No  charge  has  been  made  by  the  Committee  for  services. 

As  above  stated,  there  have  been  nearly  one  hundred  meetings  ; 
and,  in  addition,  several  members  of  the  Committee  have  spent  much 
valuable  time  in  looking  for  materials,  &c. 

Having  performed  the  labors  for  which  they  were  chosen,  the  Com- 
mittee suggest,  that  they  deem  it  desirable  and  advisable,  that  their 
account  book,  and  all  their  papers  concerning  the  building,  and  fur- 
nishing the  Hall,  be  deposited  in  the  archives  of  the  town  ;  and  in 
retiring,  they  can  do  no  less  than  express  the  hope  that  the  Town 
Hall  may  prove  a  great  benefit  to  this,  and  succeeding  generations.
